Mr. Trainer's Visit to Macon-HeB]»nntlon 


or tbe Unnappy Teacher. 


Mr. John Trainer, county superintend 


eiit otBohools, paidMacon auollleml visit 
lust Saturday evening for the purpose of 
acquainting himself with the facts in con- 
nection with .the confessed indisaretions 
of F, M. Overaore, late principal of the 
schools in that city, whose conduct in 
writing alleged endearing notes to his 
girl pupils has been the subject of so 
much talk and no little excitement in 
that immediate locality. The visit ot the 
superintendent did not result in an inves- 
tigation, as no formal charges have as 
yet been preferred against 
Overaore. 


Mr. Trainer met Messrs. Turner, Brooks 
and Cazalet, the Macau school directors, 
and they repaired to the ofllce of R. H. 
Woodcock, where they talked the matter 
over. While they were there over 100 
voters, all said to be friends of Overaore, 
gathered 
about the office, 
anxiously 


awaiting the result of what was presumed 
would be an olllcinl investigation. Fi- 
nally it was concluded by Mr. Trainer 
and the board that Mr. Ovoracro be given 
an opportunity to resign, so that his ca- 
reer as a teacher might not be injured by 
;he board ordering bis dismissal or the 
superintendent revoking bis certificate. 
VIr. Overaore was sent for, and- when he 
appeared he was made acquainted with 
the decision arrived at, but he ilatly re- 
alised to tender his resignation. Mr. 
Turner endeavored to make it plain to 
tfr, O. that under the circumstances such 
a course would be the correct one for him 
;p pursue, but without success. Several 
limes Overaore was called out by friends, 
and each time he returned he was more 
determined to stick it put and hold his 
position, At this point in the oonfereuoe, 
which had grown somewhat warm and 
embarrassing in the odlconnd cm tho out- 
lide among the people, Mr. Trainer, feei- 
ng that there waa little likelihood of Mr. 
Overaore doing as requested, arose and 
>lainly stated tlmt Ovoracro should resign 
>r he would have to remove him, and with 
he assistance ot the school board and 
moh parties us Ovoraore might select, 
make a full investigation of the matter 
' iy going to the houses where the girl pu- 
'Us lived and obtain their sworn state- 
Dents as to the contents of the notes aaid 
;o have been received by thorn. 


Boon afterward Mr, Overaore expressed 


it willingness to resign, and he presented 
a written resignation to the board, which 
waa accepted at once, Mr. O. Iwiug for- 
Hfilly notified of tbe fact iu writing, 
['hat ended the matter so far as the board 
and Mr. Trainer are at present concerned 
and the meeting adjourned. 


Our information is to the effect that 
it two ot the notes that have raised snob 
i row are in Overaere's handwriting, and 
hat thorp is nothing specially objectiou- 
ible in either of them, except tho use ot 
iiuleariug terras. Copies of other notes 
Bid to have been written by Overaore to 
in girl pupils are in existence. They 


were made by the girla claiming to have 
coeived them, who say they destroyed 
he originals and wrote out tbe copies 
rom memory. 


It is represented, no doubt correctly, 


hnt fully throe-fourths of the population 
>t Macon have expressed confidence in 
ho morality of Overaore, and have also 
leolarod that they believe he meant no 
mrm iu addressing his girl pupils ns al- 
eged. Those people will sign a petition 
xpreasiug their conQdnnoe in the oharac- 
;er of Overaore and asking that he bo re- 
instated as principal of the achool, which 
>lace, m has already been stated, he bus 
tl ready resigned. The people of Maoon, 
who, 
with Overaore, are most interest eel 


u this matter, arc in a position to nndor- 
tand the situation thoroughly, and of 
Jonrso the Macon achcol board will abide 
>y tho decision of the people. The peti- 
ion will bo expressive of the feelings of 
he people in tbe matter, and no doubt 
he board will reinstate Mr, Overaore, but 
should he again enter upon his duties in 
hat place, it may be that some one will 
>riug formal charges against him, iu 
which case a full investigation of tho 
rbole matter will follow. It it is proven 
hat the endearing words heretofore mon- 
:ioned were used in the notes written by 
Overaore, then it is said the proper oill- 
lials will be compelled to look only at 
;he literal dictionary meaning ot mich 
expressions as 
"Dear," 
"Darling," 


'Yours till death" and "Your loving 
anchor," and net accordingly.
